He said that if you ever clean a wafer switch with 
solvent,

Some time ago I found (trunk sale) a few milspec ceramic wafer switch 
sections, each in a package dating back to the 1950s... hermetically 
sealed, double wrapped, etc.. the manufacturer was CENTRALAB (of 
course). Interesting thing was that they were absolutely shiny and with 
no corrosion. 


Of course the packaging contributed to their good condition, but what I 
also found in the packages was one mothball in each... that's moth, not 
meat. I'm not a chemist but I presume the vapor (I still toss a 
handfull of thse in the outside trash can in the summer) also 


contributed to keeping the metal shiny. Always wondered whether 
CENTRALAB or Uncle placed the mothballs in the packages. 


So, my wife suggested we try it with a piece of her silver (a creamer, I 
think) and we put one or two mothballs, loosely wrapped in a paper 
towel, inside a bag with the piece (mothballs not touching the silver). 
Yes, it did keep the piece shiny, but it was necessary to wash it very 
well to remove the odor. Not worth the effort. 


Then we read that one should NOT store silverware in plastic bags as the 
plastic vapor deteriorates the silver... can't win... she eventually 
obtained special silver storage cloth bags that are impregnated with 
some chemical hat keeps the silver clean and is non toxic, tasteless and 
odorless. 


Wonder if we should keep mothballs in our radios and equipment to keep 
the contacts clean? For my $.02, I don't like the aroma, but it might 
due for long-term storage of parts and equipment.
